Because of the-wide variety of imports, they have in many cases been 
grouped under headings indicative of main items in the group, e.g. Apparel and Attire; 
this makes it impracticable to publish a table of quantities, as there is often no 
appropriate single unit of quantity. For similar reasons the first table excludes a 
number of export items.
